Time, the Providence of God calls us to a 
houſe of mourning that hath molt extraor- 
dinary CharaQters : All things conſidered , it 
may truly be ſaid , that in ſeveral Ages, there 
hath not been ſuch a Funeral , as that , 
which is celebrated this day. I-ſpeak this, 
not with reſpe& to the Ceremonies & Mag- 
nificence of it , (which are very extraordi- 


" nary.) but on the account of it's ſorrowful 8 
ſadning Circumſtances : For not onely a 


Royal & Crownd Head is laid in the duſt, 
but a Religious 8 Holy Ruler is removed out 


of the World. A Queen, whom the Grace 


& Spirit of God, adornd with a far richer 8& 


more glorious Crown , then that of the fineſt 


gold : fo that she was the Flower of Princes , 
the Glory of her Order , & the great Orna- 
ment of her Age & Nation. .

But when 
Righteous Rulers are given to a People, the 
Wiſdom and Mercy of God , provide a Reme- 
dy againſt Vice, and a cogent Motive unto 
the practiſe of Religion. For the Religious 
Example of a Prince or Ruler ,-doth in aſpeci- 
al manner adorn the DoEtrine of Chriſt, and 
Is proper to convince the World, that Piety 1s 
not a mean and dishonorable Chara&er, as 
many doe fal{ly'imagine that ftri&t Religion is 
inconhitent with Honour and greatneſs; And 
are prejudic'd againſt it, when they ſee it en- 
tertained by Perſons of a lower Rank. [a] But 
this Obje&tion is refuted by the Chriſtian Ex- 
ample of thoſe who haye Power and Authori- 
ty, and therefore an Imitation of ſuch, is moſt 
reaſonably urged: And there want not inſtan-

Funerals, coftly Monuments , and orher Me- 
morials of the dead. The Gentiles were wil- 


ling to build Altars, and Temples, and pay 


Divyiges , Worship to their deceaſed Rulers : 
(Not to mention the extravagant and abſurd 
Mechods , which ſome Barbarous Nati-

When therefore the 
laſt words and actions-of a Chriſtian, agree, 
with his former life, they are an Authentick 
Seal, by which He ſigns his Religious Choice 
and Converſation. 'Tis often ſeen, that Wick- 
ed Men, when Death approacheth , change 
their Note, and heartily eendemn their own 
Evil Life, yea they will warne others againſt 
ſuch a Courle as themſelves liv'd in. By this, 
they blemish their former .Courſe, and pro- 
claim the Folly of it. 1f a dying Chriſtian 
did recant at laſt, and confeſs his miſtake, 
this would quite fſpoile all the efficacy of his 
Exemple : But when He ſeals the Dodtrine 
' which he Profeſs'd and obey'd', with his 
laſt Breath , Yea (when he is call'd ) with 
his Blood ; this gives a mighty force, unto 
the holy Example which he leaves behind 
him. When the Apoſtle would ſtrongly 
excite theſe believing Hebrews , to imitate 
.the Holy Patriarchs , after a _ of 
their -

_ I. The concluding Part of a Chriſtian Life , de- 
monltrates the frngular advantage of Faith and 
Holineſs. One of the moſt common Obje&- 
ions againſt a Religious Life, is that which 
was made in the dayes of the Prophet Malach:, 
Chap. II. 14. Tt & vain to ſerve God, and 
what profit is it , that we have kept his Ordinance : 
The happy Concluſion of a Chriſtian Life, 
doth fully refute and filence this Objection, 
and withall ftrongly enforces the imitation 
of ſuch an Example: We are therefore expreſ- 
ly required , to Marke the prrfet® man, and be- * 
hold the upright , for the end of that mans peace, 
or happineſs. P/alm. XXXVIIT. 37. This 
might eaſily be prov'd by many evidences, 
of which I shall onely mention three , that are 
moſt obvious. |

All the helps of Wit,-and Learn- 
ing, of Reaſon, and Education can't doe this 
ſervice: 'Tis often ſeen, that the Wits, and 
beanx eFrits, the Bold and Valiant, are afraid 
to dye, their Courage fails, when they receive 
the ſentence of Death ; Whereas a real Chri- 
ſtian, tho of the timerous ſcx, and of a Vul. 
oar Fdncation , is enabled to triumph over 
Death, and the Grave ; becauſe ro ſuch , God 
has given the viftory through Feſus Chriſt ; 1.

No 
queſtion, but the Apoſtle felt a moſt reviving 
pladnes, when He uſd' the language , which 
we read 2. Tim. iv. 7,8. I have fmicht my conrſe, 
henceforth there is laid up for me an crovom of righ- 
teonsnes &c. Tis related in the Life of S. Am- 
broſe , that when the Noblemen of Man, (vi- 
ſitting himin his laft ficknes, ) requeſted Him 
that He should Pray for the lengthning of his 
own Life , which they judgdneceflary for the 
Publick Good, ) He made this moſt excellent 
Answer : I have not /o livd among you, that I

| Her Parentage, and Defcent, Her Beauty 
and Wit, Her Moral, Conjugal, and Royal 
Vertues mult be paſt over in filence, as not 
neceflary unto my deſign, which is onely to 
repreſent the (hriſtian Vertues , which did 
shine in Her Carriage and Converſation. . Of 
which the .. 

T. Firſt, and indeed the Foundation of all 
the refit, was, Her ſpiritual Knovuledge , and thro 
 eAcquaintance with Religion. Ignorance , or 
a confus'd knowledge of Religious matters , in 
High , or Low, doth blaſt the Soul, and make 
the Life unfruitfull; of which there are too 
many evidences every day ſet before our eyes. 
Sad it is to: conſhder how Proteſtants of all 
| Ranks content themſelves yith a flight Know-

ledge of their Religion , and prefer any other 
$kill before this: They-ate able to diſcourſe 
pertinently of Bufineſs,and News,and theCaſes 
that occur in War, and Peace, but rhe Bible

wayes concern'd in it: ) But ſo it was not to 
this Pious Queen , whoſe conſtant Diligence 
in Studying the Scriptures , and reading the 
Books that explain it, may shame ſome who 
are calld Miniſters, and the moſt who bear 
the Protefiant Name. This exerciſe did 
employ a conſii-r2ble part of Her Time, and 
laid their foundation of the eminent Goodnels, 
which gain'd Her an univerſal Efteem. A 
TT. Second Initance of Chriitian Piety,was, 
Her religious obſerving of the Day , and Appoint- 
ments of God : Moſt of the Great ones, ma'e 
little account of theſe, and therefore, 'tis no 
wonder that few of Thema lead holy and exem- 
plary lives, But tho the deceaſ'd Queen, was 
educated in a Vitious Court, and liv'd many 
years in a'Coutrey , where the Day of God, is 
almoſt univerſally profan'd, yet Sh» made 
Conſcience of Sanctifying it , according to 
_ the Inſtitution of God, and Praiſe of the beſt 
Chriſtians in the world. She did not facrile-

{cience of {pending ſome part of every Day , 
and eſpecially Her morning hours, in /ecret 
attendance upon God , and minding the con- 


cerns of Her Soul. Like Moſes, She often

2{cerded alone into the Mount , and-her' fe- 
cret Converſe with God made her. Face to 
Shine and -adorn'd Her Life with rate Humi- 

liry; and Meekneſs, :and the Government of 
Her: Paſhons.: - So: that Her Moderation: was 
known to all, 'and ſcarce ever any angry , and 
bitter language was heard from Her Mouth: 


Which was one nappy fruit of her ſecret Re- 


ligion': As: we read. concerning: Moles , that 
He 'was the meckeſt man in all the Earth ; but 
withal , He had more ' ſecret Eommunion 
with God; thagany who liv'd in his Time. A 
1Y. Fourth Inſtance of Her unfeign'd Faith, 
and Piety , wag, Her Love to all good men , tho 
ef a different Communion. Her eſteem, and 
affe&tion were not confin'd to one Party , or to 
the Church of which Her ſelf was a Member. 
This'is the unchriſtian Character of many , 
that they hate and deſpiſe thoſe who differ 
from them, in the Circumſtantials of Reli- 
gion: But the deceaſ'd Qucen had a larger 
Sout ,-Shevloy'd and 'valu'd the Image of God, 
wherever She found it. "Tis well known, 
how frequently (I may ſay conſtantly) She 
joyn'd in the Worship of God ,' with the Dutch 
and French: Churches, tho their Conſtitution , 
and Order, are very different from thoſe of the 
- Ghurch 
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Church of England. TI have been a witheſs of 
| the kindneſs and refpe&t, with which She trea- 

ret Englieh Difſenting Miniſters, and waspre- 

ſent , when She rharikt One of that quality, 
for apractical Book of Divinity;which He had 
publisht, and had been put into Her Hands. 
'This confideration'makes ourLoſs the preater, 
Becauſe She is takefi, away , who was ſo c2- 
able and willing to cortipoſe the unhappy dit- 
Fervpct marters of Religion, which She 
did lament, and earneſtly wisht the removal 
of ''em: Whar did hinder Her Healing, and 
Peace making defignes, I shall not ſtand to 
enquire. The — as 
V. Fifth and laſt Inſtance of Her Faith and 
Piety, (which I shall mention) was Her Bown- 
ty, and Liberality unto the diſtreſſed. Thoſe 
| who never had themſelves experience of Want, 
and diſtreſs, are temted unto a nepgle&, and 
diſregard of the miſerable : Moft of the Great, 
and Rich, chooſe rather to lay our their trea- 
ſures on any vanity , thaniin reliefing the de- 
ſtitute and diſtrefl'd. But this Pious Queen 
was rich in this kind of good Works, and did 
as willingly ſeek out Objects of Her Charity, 

as others doe avoid 'em. The Character , 

which Solomon gives of a Vertuous Woman, 
| "YA 6" 
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did moſt viſibly belong to the deceas'd Queen. : 
Prop. XXXI. 10. She ſiretcheth-out her hand, 
to the poor., yea, She. reacheth: forth .( ny her 
ard: to the peedy..., And, it might truly baye 
been ſaid of Her, what Job alledged as an evi- 
. dence of-his ſincerity in the ſeryice of God. 
Fob. XXIX. 1x3, 15 16.. The bleſſing of him 
that woas ready to perich , came upon me, and 1 
cau['d the Widdovvus heart to {rg for joy , 80. === 
By ſucha Chriſtian Practiſe, this wiſe Queen, 
laid up treaſure in Heaven , and therefore was 
not unwilling to remove from this Earth ; and 
this leads us to,refle& on the Happy end of 
Her Converſation, Her triumphant Death , 
which .crown'd Her Religious Life. For tho 
few;could find more charms in Life , than She, 
.on.the account of Her Age, and High Station, 
together with the general Loye of Subjects, 
and Strangers ; (all which are wont to render 
an untimely Death very unwelcom: ) yet She 
could receive the Sentence and meſſage of 
Death, with an undaunted mind, and a + Zin 
full fubmiſhon to the Divine diſpoſal. She 
needed not to beg longer Time , to-prepare

But We have the jufteſt cauſe to * 
mourn for our ſelves, and our Nations, yea to 
lament this forlorn Earth , which hath loſt fo 
excellent an Inhabitant., and rare Example of 
Chriſtian Piety : We may juſtly ſuſpe&, that 
becauſe she was fo little imitated, while she 
liv'd, therefore God hath remov'd Her from 
this World; in which, 'tis to be fear'd, the 
Darkneſs will now encreaſe , when ſo great a 
Luminarie is Eclipſt. And the darknels of 
Impiety, and Prophaneſs will draw after it, a 
black tempeſt of calamity , and deſolation. 
'The untimely Death of a Religious Ruler, 
hath often been a Preſage, and forerunner of 
National Judgements. Thus it fell out to the

To prevent ſuch calamities , no better Di- 
re&tion can be given, than that laid down in 
the Text, v3, to follow the Faith , and imi- 
tate the Holineſs of the deceaſed Queen: 
Could we, and thoſe who were related to her, 
be perſwaded to walk in the ſteps of her Faith, 
a Piety, 'We should reap more Advantage 
_ after her Death , than We did in her Life. 
 *Tis a memorable wonder that is related , 
IT. Kings XIT. 21. How when a dead Man 


woas onft into the Sepulchre of the Elicha , as ſoon as 


He toucht the bones of Elicha, le revived, ard 
ſrood Ap 08 his feet. We may hope, that if the 
Holy Example of the decea{'d Queen, might 
touc]t our dead Souls, they would be reviv d, 
and pain ſpiritual Life ; yea our Nation would 
live, and he made a Praiſe in the Earth. 

We are willing to expreſs our Eſteem and 
Reſpect to her ; many have been at ſome ex- 
pence to wear the tokens of ſorrow , which 
can bring no rcal advantage , either to her, or 
our 


at 
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our own Souls: Why should we refuſe to imi- 
tate her good Example, which will bring the 
greet. and moſt laſting benefits. I que- 
ion , but many will endeayour to procure , 
| and keep ſome memorial, or relique of the de- 
ceaſ'd Queen, a jewel, or picture, or gar- 
| ment, or perhaps ſome of her hair , which arc 
all uſeleſs, and inſignificant things : Whereas, 
would we be at the pains to pet and preſerve 
the likeneſs of her Piety , this would make us 
happy indeed. For this end, I shall adde ſome 
arguments, and motives, which may per- 
{wade us unto this Imitation. And | 
1. Firſt, None can with any reaſon judge 
this imitation, to be a diſparagement to them. 
What , shall any count it below them, to ſtu- 
dy the Scriptures, to ſanctify the day of God, 
to ferve God in ſecret, to love all good men, 
to relieve the diſtreſl 'd ; when they ſee , how 
this glorious Queen did place her higheſt Ho- 
nour in ſuch a Practiſe? Can any diſdain to 
bear the Yoke of Chriſt, which She, did fo 
_ chearfully ſubmit to ? Is there any colour, or 
pretence to obje&t, that ſtridt Religion doth 
not agree with the Character of the Great and 
Honourable , when $he did eſteem it , her 
principal Ornament, and Excellence? O! A- 
mazing 
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mazing folly, that the Vices of Rulers,Should 
ſoon grow into fashion , but their Vertues 
Should be {lighted and undervalued. Hs 
2. Secondly, The loweſt, and meaneft, 
_ are capable of. imitating her Chriſtian Piety , 
as tothe ſubſtance of it. A reſembling of her 
Power, and Regal Dignity is impoſſible: Her 
Stature,, Beauty , and Faculties of Mind, are 
not the ObjeRs of qur imitation Burt ſurely, 
the pooreſt, and moſt deſpicable, may walk 
in the ſteps of her Faith, and Holineſs. There 
1s but one common Path to Heaven , both for 
Princes and Peaſants. OY | 
3- Thirdly, We $hall be f{elf-condemn'd , 
if we refuſe to imitate One , whom we our ſel- 
ves praiſe and commend : A Life that is nor 
worthy to be imitated, can't deſerve commen- | 
dation. Whatshall we anſwer to our Judge, 
when this perplexing Queſtion is put to us; 
It you did commend, why did you not imi- 
tate Her ? And , if you would not imitate, 
why did you commend Her? I perſwade my 
ſelf, that few Princes have found more to 
commend 'em , then the lamented Queen, 
both in her Life, and after. her Death: and 
pet [ fear , few will heartily endeavour to fol-
